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REPORT FROM THE 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Year 1975 has been a year in which your Selectmen have 
been very busy with many phases of Town Government. 

The Town Hall has been able to increase its staff through the 
use of Federal CETA funds strengthening our ability to 
respond to your needs. The five man board has continued to be 
a clear success providing broad representation in the 
administration of Town affairs. 

A Police Manual has been developed by the Selectmen in 
cooperation with the Chief and the department to formalize our 
operating procedure and provide guidance to our force. 

The Police Department has been able to increase its 
coverage of the town to insure that two officers are on patrol at 
all times. A newmulti-channel recorderhas been added to all 
emergency lines for the Police and Fire Departments to assist 
our employees in more efficiently handling emergencies. 

We have all been most aware of the continuing effect of 
inflation and have paid particular attention to the expenditure 
of funds for the short term, while supporting long term 
solutions such as better planning for future growth. The effort 
of your active Planning Board is now becoming apparent while 
your Selectmen still have to deal with a number of costly 
problems inherited from the earlier days of little guidance and 
poor standards. 
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We are still plagued by the solid waste disposal problem. 
During the year we signed a contract for a sanitary landfill 
which we thought would solve the problem for many years in 
the future. The contractor has yet to perform to our 
expectations so we are continuing to investigate 2 EE Ne 
in case he will not meet his contractual obligations. 

This board adopted the position that we will maintain an 
open mind on such subjects as the oil refinery and have 
welcomed any and all information that would guide us in 
pursuing the course most advantageous to the town as a 
whole. We have listened to various arguments and observed 
the effects of major industries coming to other small towns. As 
this report is written there appears to us to be no basis for the 
claim that an oil refinery would benefit our town. 

Our Senior Citizens have made great progress this year in 
their many programs and we urge you to visit the Hobbs 
House, talk with the Seniors and see for yourself. 

The Recreation Department has hireda ‘full time director and 
established a wide range of programs. You have probably seen 
their schedule and we urge all of you to take advantage of what 
it offers. 

While this report is from the whole board, by custom it is 
written by the outgoing Chairman. | would like at this time on 
behalf of the Board to thank all of the townspeople for the 
support they have given to their town officials and strongly 
urge that all of you maintain a strong active interest in all 
phases of our town; as it is you the voters, who are ultimately 
the administrators of the town.

ARTICLE 6: 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Article IV of the Zoning 
Ordinance of the Town of Pelham to provide as follows: 


ARTICLE IV 
NONCONFORMING USES 


Any nonconforming use may continue in its present use 
except that any nonconforming use of land or buildings may 
not be: 


1. Changed to another nonconforming use. 

2. Re-established after discontinuance for one year, except 
to aconforming use. 

3. Extended. 

4. Rebuilt after damage exceeding 50 percent of its value. 


ARTICLE 7: 


To see if the Town will vote to amend sections two through 
five, inclusive, of Article V of the Zoning Ordinance of the 
Town of Pelham to provide as follows: 


2. There shall be a Zoning Enforcement Officer, who shall be 
appointed annually by the Board of Selectmen to administer 
and enforce the provisions of this Ordinance. The Zoning 
Enforcement Officer may also hold the position of Building 
Inspector or Assistant Building Inspector. 


3. It shall be the duty of the Zoning Enforcement Officer to 
investigate all Zoning Ordinance violations and to report his 
findings in writing to the Board of Selectmen. 
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4. It shall be the duty of the Zoning Enforcement Officer to 
review all applications for building permits to determine that 
the structure for which the permit is sought will conform to the 
provisions of this Ordinance. 


5. No building or occupancy permit shall be issued for the 
construction, re-construction, relocation, replacement, 
remodeling, repairing, alteration, extension or occupancy of 
any building or structure within the Town of Pelham until the 
application for said permit and the proposed use of the 
building or structure have been reviewed and approved in 
writing by the Zoning Enforcement Officer. He shall approve 
the building permit application and occupancy permit only if 
the building or structure and its proposed use will conform to 
the provisions of this Ordinance. 


ARTICLE 8: 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Article VI of the Zoning 
Ordinance of the Town of Pelham to provide as follows: 


ARTICLE VI 
BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


A. Membership. 

The Board of Adjustment shall consist of five regular 
members and five alternate members who shall be appointed 
by the Board of Selectmen as provided by the New Hampshire 
Revised Statutes Annotated. 


B. Meetings. 

The Board shall adopt rules in accordance with the 
provisions of this Ordinance. Meetings of the Board shall be 
held at the call of the chairman and at such other times as the 
Board may determine. Such chairman, or in his absence the 
acting chairman, may administer oaths and compel the 
attendance of witnesses. The Board shall keep minutes of its 
proceedings, showing the vote of each member upon each 
question, or if absent or failing to vote, indicating such fact, 
and shall keep records of its examinations and other official 
actions, all of which shall be immediately filed in the office of 
the Board and shall be a public record. 
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C. Powers. 
The Board of Adjustment shall have the following powers: 


1. Appeals — The power to hear and decide appeals where it 
is alleged there is an error in any order, requirement, decision, 
or determination made by an administrative official in the 
enforcement of this Zoning Ordinance. 


2. Special Exceptions — The power to hear and decide 
requests for special exceptions as authorized by this Zoning 
Ordinance. 


3. Variances — The power to authorize upon appeal in 
specific cases such variance from the terms of this Zoning 
Ordinance as will not be contrary to the public interest, where, 
owing to special conditions, a literal enforcement of the 
provisions of the Zoning Ordinance will result in unnecessary 
hardship, and so that the spirit of the Zoning Ordinance shall 
be observed and substantial justice done. 


D. Procedure. 

1. Applications — Applications appealing an administrative 
decision, seeking a special exception or requesting a variance 
shall be in writing, shall be signed by the property owner 
applicant, shall be accompanied by such fees as the Board 
deems necessary to defray its costs in processing the 
application, and shall be accompanied by a drawn to scale plan 
of the property iN question. The property plan shall contain 
such information as the Board determines to be necessary for 
it to reach a decision. In appropriate cases the Board may 
require that the plan be prepared by a registered professional 
engineer or registered land surveyor. The application shall list 
the name and current mailing addresses of each abutter to the 
property in question. An abutter is defined as anyone who 
Owns property immediately adjacent to or within two hundred 
(200) feet of any portion of the property in question. 


a. Appeals — Applications appealing an administrative 
decision shall specify the grounds for the appeal. The officer 
from whom the appeal is taken shall forthwith transmit to the 
Board of Adjustment all of the papers constituting the record 
upon which the action appealed from was taken. 


b. Special Exceptions — Applications seeking a special 
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exception shall quote the section of the Zoning Ordinance 
authorizing the special exception and shall state how the 
applicant meets the conditions that would entitle him to the 
special exception provided for by the Ordinance. 


c. Variances — Applications seeking a variance shall quote 
in full the section of the Zoning Ordinance from which a 
variance sought. The applicant shall also state in writing to the 
best of his ability, why he is in need of a variance. 


2. Hearing Notice — The Board of Adjustment shall hold a 
public hearing on each application. Notice thereof shall be 
given as follows: 


a. The applicant and all abutters shall be notified of the 
public hearing by certified mail, return receipt requested, 
stating the time and place of the hearing, and such notice shall 
be given not less than five days nor more than thirty days 
before the date fixed for the hearing of the appeal. The notice 
shall be accompanied by a complete photocopy of the 
applicant’s application and acopy of Article VI of this Zoning 
Ordinance. 

b. A public notice of the hearing shall be posted at the Town 
Hall and one other public place and shall be published ina 
newspaper with a general circulation in the area, not less than 
five nor more than thirty days before the date fixed for the 
hearing of the appeal. 

c. The cost of advertising and the costs of mailing the 
notices of hearing shall be payable prior to the hearing by the 
person making the appeal. 


3. Hearings — Hearings before the Board shall be 
conducted by the chairman, or, in his absence the acting 
chairman who may administer oaths and compel the 
attendance of witnesses. At all hearings before the Board, the 
burden shall be upon the applicant to establish that the 
administrative decision appealed from is erroneous; or to 
show that he has met the conditions established for a special 
exception; or to show that he has met the criteria for a 
variance. Abutters and residents of the Town shall be 
permitted to speak on behalf of or against the appeal and to 
present evidence in support of their position. 


4. Decisions — The minutes of the Board shall show the vote 
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of each member upon each question, or if absent or failing to 
vote the minutes shall indicate such fact. 


a. Appeals — If the Board votes to reverse or modify the 
decision of an administrative officer, the reason or reasons for 
the reversal or modification shall be set forth in the minutes. In 
exercising its authority in appeal cases, the Board may reverse 
or affirm, wholly or partly, or may modify the order, 
requirement, decision, or determination appealed from, and 
make such order or decision, as ought to be made, and to that 
end shall have all the powers of that officer from whom the 
appeal is taken. 

b. Special Exceptions — If the Board votes to grant a special 
exception, it shall set forth in its minutes how the applicant 
has met all of the conditions for the special exception. If the 
Board votes to deny a special exception, it shall set forth in its 
minutes which condition or conditions for the special 
exception were not met by the applicant. 

c. Variances — If the Board votes to grant a variance, it shall 
set forth in its minutes how the applicant has met each of the 
four conditions which must be met in order to obtain a 
variance. If the Board votes to deny a variance, it shall set forth 
in its minutes which condition or conditions necessary fora 
variance the applicant failed to establish. 


E. Variances: Criteria - Guidelines - Lifetime 


1. Criteria - In order for a variance to be legally granted, ALL 
of the following four conditions must be present: 


a. A hardship must exist which in inherent in the land in 
question and which is not shared in common with other 
parcels of land in the district. 

b. The spirit and intent of the ordinance will not be broken 
by granting the variance. 

c. The granting of the variance will not adversely affect 
other property in the district. 

d. Not to grant the variance would result in injustice. 


At the hearing on the application, the applicant shall present 
testimony and other evidence to establish that all four 
conditions for a variance have been met. The decision of the 
Board shall be based on the evidence presented at the hearing, 
not on the allegations contained in the application. Abutters 
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and residents shall be entitled to present testimony and other 
evidence to establish that the applicant has or has not met all 
four of the above listed conditions. 


2. Guidelines. The Zoning Ordinance of the Town of Pelham 
is part of a comprehensive plan and is designed and intended 
to promote health, safety and general welfare of the 
community; to lessen congestion in the streets; to secure 
safety from fires, panic and other danger; to provide adequate 
light and clean air; to prevent the overcrowding of land; to 
avoid undue concentration of population; and to facilitate the 
adequate provision of transportation, water, sewage disposal, 
schools, parks and other public requirements. In determining 
whether the granting of a variance would violate the spirit and 
intent of the Ordinance, the Board shall be guided by the 
foregoing general statements of intent and by the following 
specific statements of intent. 


a. It is the intent of this Ordinance to preserve the rural 
charm and cultural heritage now attached to the residential, 
rural and recreation - conservation - agriculture districts of our 
Town. 

b. It is the intent of this Ordinance to prevent the pollution 
of our air, brooks, streams, ponds and lakes. 

c. It is the intent of this Ordinance to permit in each 
district only those uses specifically authorized by this 
Ordinance for each district. 

d. It is the intent of this Ordinance to prevent the 
overcrowding of housing and the creation of blighted areas. 

e. It is the intent of this Ordinance to support other codes, 
regulations, rules and ordinances which have been adopted to 
carry Out the same or similar purposes as this Ordinance. 


3. Lifetimes. Special exceptions and variances exercised 
within six months of the date of their granting shall remain in 
effect until such time as they have not been used for at least 
one year. Special exceptions and variances not exercised 
within six months of the date of their granting shall expire by 
operation of law at the end of said six month period. Special 
exceptions and variances not used for one year or longer shall 
expire by operation of law at the end of said one year period. 
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ARTICLE 9: 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Article VII of the 
Zoning Ordinance of the Town of Pelham to provide as follows: 


ARTICLE VII 
AMENDMENTS 


This ordinance may be amended in the manner prescribed 
by the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated. 


By Petition 

ARTICLE 10: Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:43-b and 
43-c for expanded exemptions on real estate which provide for 
a resident sixty-five years of age up to seventy-five, a five 
thousand dollar exemption; a resident seventy-five years of 
age up to eighty, a ten thousand dollar exemption; a resident 
eighty years of age or older, a twenty thousand dollar 
exemption, provided that the *’resident owns the real estate 
individually or jointly with another or his spouse with whom he 
has been living for at least five years as man and wife; said 
resident had a net income of less than seven thousand dollars 
or combined income with spouse of less than nine thousand 
dollars; and owns assets of any kind, tangible or intangible, 
less bona fide encumbrances, not in excess of thirty-five 
thousand dollars? (BY BALLOT) 


ARTICLE 11: Shall an oil refinery be permitted within the Town 
of Pelham? (BY BALLOT) 


ARTICLE 12: To hear the reports of auditors, agents, and other 
committees heretofore chosen and pass any votes relating 
thereto.

ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to direct the 
Selectmen to use Community Employment Training Funds 
(CETA) and other Government employment funds to employ 
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eligible town candidates with a minimum six months 
residence. 


By Petition 

ARTICLE 14: To see whether the Town of Pelham will vote to 
adopt an elected Planning Board consisting of five members 
pursuant to RSA 35:4, II(b) (1975 Supp.) which will continue the 
present Planning Board in office, subject to appointments to 
fill vacancies, until the next regular Town meeting, at which 
time the Town will elect four members for staggered terms and 
the fifth member will be a Selectman appointed by the 
Selectmen.

ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to approve the 
construction and operation of an oil refinery within the 
community provided that such approval is conditional upon 
compliance with all local, State and Federal environmental 
standards and requirements. 


By Petition 

ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to direct the 
Selectmen to adhere to the Town Fiscal Year in matters 
relative to town employees wage schedules- or take other 
action relative thereto. 


By Petition 

ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to direct the 
Selectmen to publish the Town Audit including all schedules 
and exhibits in the Annual Town Report. 


ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the pre- 
payment of taxes and authorize the tax collector to accept 
payments in prepayment of taxes. 


ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to convey to Daniel Gleason, for the sum of $700.00 
a tract of land approximately 20’x80’ on the southerly side of 
Island Pond Road and on the easterly side of Second Road, 
said land being approximately 20’x80’; and being adjacent to 
land of Daniel Gleason. 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to prohibit the 
consumption of alcoholic beverages, as defined in RSA 175:1, 
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in Or on any TOwn-owned property or on any public or private 
parking lot which is maintained primarily for the benefit of 
paying customers. 


ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following 
DOG RESTRAINING ORDINANCE pursuant to the authority 
provided by RSA 466:39 and RSA 31:39: 


Section 1. No dog shall at any time leave the property of its 
Owner or keeper unless under the control of its Owner or 
keeper. 


Section 2. A dog will be deemed to be under control if: 
(a) the dog is attached to a leash held by a person capable 
of controlling the dog by such means; or 
(bo) the dog is accompanied by a person capable of 
controlling the dog by command. | 


Section 3. Upon violation of this ordinance, the dog may be 
impounded by a Dog Officer or other person appointed by the 
Selectmen to enforce the provisions of this ordinance. The 
Dog Officer shall make all reasonable efforts to notify the 
Owner or keeper if the dog is impounded. 


Section 4. No impounded dog shall be released by the Dog 
Officer until the reasonable costs of impoundment have been 
paid. 


Section 5. If, after all reasonable efforts to do so, the owner 
or keeper cannot be notified by the Dog Officer within five (5) 
days of impoundment, or if the owner or keeper does not pay 
the reasonable costs of impoundment within two (2) days after 
being informed of such costs, the dog may be destroyed. 


Section 6. The Owner or keeper of a dog violating the 
provisions of Section 1 shall be subject to a fine of not more 
than Ten Dollars ($10.00) for each such occurrence. 


Section 7. The invalidity of any section or provision of this 
Ordinance shall not invalidate other sections or provisions. 


Section 8. This ordinance shall take effect upon passage. 
This ordinance supplements the statutory provisions now 
contained in RSA 466 and other statutes as they now exist and 
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as they may from time to time be amended. 


ARTICLE 22: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
and Town Treasurer to borrow, in anticipation of taxes, such 
sums as may be necessary to meet the obligational expenses 
of the Town, all as provided for in RSA 33:7. 


ARTICLE 23: To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray Town charges and expenses for the 
ensuing year and make appropriations for the same; that is, to 
see if the Town will vote to accept the Town Budget as 
prepared by the Budget Committee and take action thereon. 
(See budget detail) 


ARTICLE 24: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $600.00 for purchasing and installing 
storm windows in the Town Hall. (Budget Committee 
approved) 


ARTICLE 25: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $4,000.00 for the purchase of Fire 
Department apparatus and equipment. (Budget Committee 
approved) 


ARTICLE 26: To see if the Town will vote to place any’ 
unexpended balance left in the 1976 Fire Department 
appropriation at the end of the year in the Capital Reserve 
Fund established for the purpose of purchasing a fire truck. 
(Budget Committee approved) 


ARTICLE 27: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $10,000.00 for the preparation of a Tax 
Map of the Town, or to take any other action relative thereto. 
(Budget Committee approved) 


ARTICLE 28: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $.25 per capita, or a total of $1,352.00 
for the support of the Nashua Regional Planning Agency, as 
authorized by New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, 
Chapter 36, Section 49. (Budget Committee approved) 


ARTICLE 29: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 


appropriate the sum of $4,000.00 for the purpose of assisting 
the Greater Salem Mental Health Association as authorized by 
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New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated Chapter 126-B, as 
amended, or take any other action relative thereto. (Budget 
Committee approved) 


ARTICLE 30: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $.85 per capita, or a total of $6,189.00 
for the purpose of aiding the Merrimack Valley Home Health 
Care Association as authorized by the New Hampshire Revised 
Statutes Annotated, Chapter 32, as amended, or take any other 
action relative thereto. (Budget Committee approves $5,000.00) 


ARTICLE 31: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to negotiate an agreement with the Town of 
Windham providing for an effective and economical method 
for the disposal of Pelham’s and Windham’s solid waste, such 
agreement, however, not to become effective unless and until 
approved by a Pelham Town Meeting. 


ARTICLE 32: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,405.13 as the Town’s share of Town 
Road Aid, the State to contribute $9,367.54 as the State’s share 
as provided by law. (Budget Committee approved) 


ARTICLE 33: To see if the Town will vote to place any 
unexpended balance remaining at the end of the year in the 
Library appropriation into the Capital Reserve Fund 
established for the purpose of improvement of the existing 
facilities and the purchase of new equipment. (Budget 
Committee disapproved) 


ARTICLE 34: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $7,920.00 for the purpose of 
establishing a swimming program.

ARTICLE 36: To see if the Town will vote to eliminate the 
Pelham Youth Center Building capital reserve fund by 
transferring all money in such fund for the operational costs of 
the Recreation Department. (Budget Committee disapproved) 
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ARTICLE 37: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $50,000.00 for the purpose of 
reconstructing a portion of Sherburne Road, such 
appropriation not to be raised by taxes in the event that the 
State of New Hampshire does not agree to match the 
$50,000.00 appropriation with State funds for the Sherburne 
Road reconstruction. (Budget Committee approved) 


ARTICLE 38: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 to add to the Capital Reserve 
Fund established for the purpose of purchasing a fire truck, or 
take any other action relative thereto.

ARTICLE 42: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to expend the balance of the proceeds obtained 
from the issuance of notes for the Police/Fire Station 
construction, consisting of approximately $4,700.00 for the 
purchase of office furniture and equipment for the Police and 
Fire Stations. (Budget Committee approved) 


ARTICLE 43: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 to be used by the Selectmen 
to obtain an option for the purchase of land with water 
frontage, such land to be used, when purchased, as a 
recreation area for the residents of Pelham. (Budget 
Committee approved) 
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ARTICLE 44: To see if the Town will vote to transfer its share of 
Chief Mansfield’s retirement funds, totaling approximately 
$1,497.00 to Chief Mansfield as partial recompense for his 
services to the Town. (Budget Committee disapproved) 


ARTICLE 45: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $15,000.00 for the purpose of preparing 
a sewage treatment facilities plan as required by the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act, as amended (33 U.S.C. 1251, et 
seq.), or to take any other action relative thereto. No portion of 
said $15,000.00 shall be expended by the Board of Selectmen 
until the Town is in receipt of commitment letters from the 
federal and/or state governments stating that the $15,000.00 
will be reimbursed to the Town out of federal and/or state 
funds. The passage of this article does not authorize the laying 
of sewer pipes or the construction of sewage treatment 
facilities and no such action shall be taken by the Board of 
Selectmen without specific Town Meeting authorization. 
(Budget Committee submits without recommendation) 


ARTICLE 46: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen of the Town of Pelham to apply for, negotiate and 
do all things necessary to obtain and spend such federal, state 
or other assistance as may be available for the purpose of 
preparing a sewage and sewage treatment facilities plan as 
required by the Federal Water Pollution Control Act, as 
amended (33 U.S.C. 1251, et seq. 6 Stat 16 et seq.) in order to 
qualify the Town of Pelham for federal sewer construction 
funds, or to take any other action relative thereto. The passage 
of this article does not authorize the laying of sewer pipes or 
the construction of sewage treatment facilities and no such 
action shall be taken by the Board of Selectmen without 
specific Town Meeting authorization. 


ARTICLE 47: To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
withdrawal from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under 
the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 
for use as set-offs against budget appropriations in the amount 
indicated; and, further to authorize the Selectmen to make pro- 
rata reductions in the amounts if estimated entitlements are 
reduced or take any other action hereon: 

Summer Maintenance $27,500 

Winter Maintenance $27,500 
(Budget Committee approved) 
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ARTICLE 48: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen of the Town of Pelham to apply for, negotiate and 
do all things necessary to obtain and spend such Federal, 
State, or other funds as may become available to the Town 
under the Housing and Community Development Act of 1974 
(Public Law 93-383), or to take any other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 49: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to apply for, negotiate and do all other things 
necessary to obtain such State and/or Federal funds as may be 
made available, and to expend the same.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY AGENT 


Summer maintenance included patching, grading, repairing 
culverts, cutting brush and trees, mowing sides of roads, 
adding new signs and replacing missing and damaged ones. 
Hottop shimming was also done on some poor sections of 
roads. Two large stone culverts were replaced on Jeremy Hill 
Road and Currier Road, also replaced many smaller ones and 
redug drainage ditches. 

Reconstruction was started and completed on Hobbs Road.

Resealing was done as scheduled covering approximately 
160,000 sq. yds. of roads in town. 

Bridge maintenance and repairs were done on all bridges 
such as scraping, painting, mason work and chinking.

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LIBRARY REPORT 


1975 was a year of progress in all areas of library service. 
First and foremost has been the renovation and final 
completion of our basement area into a children’s room. A 
beautiful wall mural painted by Joy Rumpf graces the entrance 
way into the room. Pearl Atwood, Children’s Librarian is 
eagerly looking forward to the opening of this room in the near 
future. 

Mrs. Atwood has offered varied educational and fun time 
programs for the children of Pelham throughout the year. A 
total of 26 children’s programs were held in 1975. Participants 
in these programs were: Sherburne School readiness class, 
Pelham Day Care Center, Mother Goose Kindergarten, Steeple 
Top Kindergarten, and other pre-school town children. Total 
attendance was approximately 600 children. In the late winter, 
the Little Red Wagon from Theatre Resources for Youth at the 
University of New Hampshire visited Pelham with the 
Children’s Bicentennial program. The library won second place 
prize for its float in the annual Old Home Day parade. 

Continuing our aims to better serve the community, we have 
offered adult programs throughout the year. In March a craft 
openhouse was held with local people displaying and teaching 
their handicraft work to all who came. In May we featured a 
garden and plant talk by Dan Delaney. In the fall, Mrs. Judith 
Kimball of the N.H. State Library talked about the history of 
Witchcraft. We also displayed the outstanding art work of a 
Pelham resident, Mrs. Doris Walsh. We hope to continue this 
type of programming in the coming year. 

Our hours have increased during the year, and we are 
presently opened 40 hours per week: Mon. 1-9, Tues. 1-9, Wed. 
12-9, Thurs. 1-5, Fri. 10-5, and Sat. 10-2. Two pages and two 
substitute clerks have been hired. In September Mrs. Eleanor 
Burns resigned from the staff, and other resignations were 
submitted from Ann Boland, Librarian, and Doris Parker, 
Library Trustee. 

This library has assisted in a very interesting project being 
done by the Genealogical Society of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints in Salt Lake City, Utah. They are 
engaged in a comprehensive microfilm project in which they 
record records - church, marriage, cemetery, probate, etc. in 
locations the world over. Pelham is a part of this microfilming 
project, and the library has enjoyed being able to offer our help 
in this ambitious endeavor. 


Book and magazine selections have been increased and we 
have continued our book articles in the Pelham News-Salem 
Observer. Inter Library Loan continues to provide good service 
for our patrons. Our staff and trustees have attended the N.H. 
Library Conference, Southeast District Advisory Council 
Meetings, and various workshops and classes throughout the 
year. 


Although we hope the library can be a place for quiet 
thought and study, such was not the case last spring when the 
“bees in our chimney” disturbed the usual quiet in the study 
area. Thank you to Mr. Day of Pelham who put one of his bee 
hives over the library chimney for two weeks and captured our 
“growing” beehive. 

Thank you to all patrons and residents for your generous 
donations of books and your continued interest and support in 
the library. We hope the future growth of the library will reflect 
our aims and desires - to reach out into the community and 
serve the needs and interests of all ages and groups of 
persons in Pelham. The trustees and staff look forward to 
serving your educational and leisure needs, and for your ideas 
and suggestions for any improvements we can make.

REPORT OF WELFARE OFFICER 


Through trying economic times since January 1, 1975, our 
Town Welfare expenditures have shown a marked decrease 
from that of previous years. This decrease is attributable to a 
number of factors. 

The implementation in 12/74 of the Pelham Economic Op- 
portunity Program, (P.E.O.P.) has served a two-fold purpose. It 
has provided temporary employment for certain residents of 
Pelham who are unable to secure employment elsewhere and 
have no other means of support. It has meant much to the 
home-owner who needs temporary help, but not at the cost of a 
lien on his property. P.E.O.P. has also meant lower direct relief 
payments for utilities, food, and rent, and co-incidentally a 
positive work experience. 

Another factor in reducing expenditures is a determined ef- 
fort on my behalf with the unanimous consent of the Select- 
men to establish recovery procedures in accordance with 
R.S.A. 165:20, 165:25. With the more efficient control of 
Welfare records (outlined in my report to you last year), a 
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system of recovery was established on 5/27/75. The fruits of 
this research and program is that income to the Town, off- 
setting Welfare expenditures is the highest in many a year: to 
date (11/1/75) some $2,250.00 has been received. On a more 
sobering note, this program is not designed to further drain 
those people least able to reimburse the Town for assistance 
given. Nor is it meant to make the Welfare line item in our 
Town budget essentially “in & out”. Nothing can be further 
from the truth. 

Finally, another factor contributing to this economy is ad- 
ministration. With the complete support of the Board of Select- 
men as well as the ability and dedication of Mrs. Cashman, of 
the business office, these aforementioned programs were im- 
plemented efficiently. 

In conclusion, | stated last year, “‘it is the economics of the 
times that determine Welfare expenditures.” Times were no 
less difficult in 1975 than in 1974, only this year Pelham more 
effectively used its available resources and talent of everyone 
from secretarial staff to clients.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF 


Upon recommendation of town selectmen and city councils, 
the Division of Forests and Lands appoints a forest fire warden 
and several deputy forest fire wardens in each town and city 


every three years. The town or city warden is responsible for 
maintaining a force of men and adequate equipment to sup- 
press any wildfire that occurs in his town or city during his 
term of appointment. The fire warden must authorize all open 
burning when the ground is not covered with snow. No open 
fires can be authorized between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m., unless it is 
raining, without the additional permission of the state district 
fire chief. 

Any person wishing to kindle an open fire when the ground 
is not covered with snow must first obtain the written per- 
mission of the forest fire warden. Camp and cooking fires also 
require the warden’s permission. 

The Division of Forests and Lands, through its Forest Fire 
Service, assists all cities and towns in meeting these 
requirements by training the warden and deputy forces in wild- 
fire suppression tactics, making hand tool suppression equip- 
ment available at fifty percent of cost, supplying pieces of 
Federal excess property for use as fire attack vehicles and 
sharing up to fifty percent of the cost of wildfire suppression 
costs. 

Wildfire prevention is also a joint state, city or town 
program. Smokey Bear is available from the Forest Fire Service 
for local fire prevention programs. Posters and Junior Ranger 
kits are available for distribution by local fire departments 
upon request to the Forest Fire Service. Each forest fire war- 
den is expected to carry on a continuous wildfire prevention 
program within his town or city.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


In 1970 the New Hampshire Department of Resources and 
Economic Development predicted that the Town of Pelham, 
with a 1970 population of 5,454, would be a City of 32,500 
people by the year 2,000. Your Planning Board, realizing that 
most of Pelham’s residents wanted to preserve the Town’s 
rural character and environment, set out to propose programs 
which would preserve our small town atmosphere. You, the 
voters, adopted nearly all of these programs. During 1975, the 
success of these programs received official recognition from 
the State Office of Comprehensive Planning. 

This recognition came in the form of revised population 
projections. The following table compares the 1970 projection 
with the 1975 projection:

The moderation of the Town’s growth will present both long 
range and immediate benefits to the Town. In the long run it 
will relieve the pressure on the Town’s school system, which 
spends 79.9% of every tax dollar you pay. This is shown by a 
comparison of the 1973, 1974, and 1975 school census totals 
for pre-school and school age children.

Immediate benefits have already been realized by the Plan- 
ning Board. Relieved of the ardous time consuming task of 
reviewing dozens of subdivision proposals, the Planning Board 
during 1975 was able to work closely with other Town boards 
to solve problems and carry out programs of mutual concern. 
The following is a brief summary of our 1975 accomplishments 
and joint projects with other boards and groups. 

C.E.T.A. — Early in 1975 the Planning Board ascertained 
the requirements for obtaining employees under the Com- 
prehensive Employment and Training Act of 1974 and 
established the procedures to be followed to obtain such em- 
ployees. As a direct result of our efforts, three full time em- 
ployees were placed with the Highway Department. Following 
the procedures established by the Planning Board, the Select- 
men filled the following C.E.T.A. positions — recreation direc- 
tor — secretary to the recreation director — secretary to the 
selectmen. These positions were all funded by the Federal 
Government at a savings to the Town of over $30,000.00. 

H.U.D. — During 1975 members of the Planning Board ser- 
ved on the Community Development Coordinating Committee 
and the Community Development Citizen’s Advisory Council. 
The Committee and Council were appointed by the Selectmen 
to provide community input and assistance in the application 
for funds under the Housing and Community Development Act 
of 1974. Planning Board members prepared all of the required 
studies and applications for funds. The first application in- 
volved over 60 pages of typed materials. It is anticipated that 
the Town will receive approximately $17,000.00 this year as a 
direct result of your Planning Board’s efforts under this 
program. 
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Lowell University — It was our pleasure during 1975 to help 
sponsor a current land use study of the Town of Pelham con- 
ducted by Lowell University students under the direction of 
Robert J. Mathieu, a Pelham resident and a member of the 
University Faculty. In addition to obtaining information about 
our town, we hope that we also provided a useful vehicle for 
training future professional planners. 

Recreation Commission — Members of the Planning Board, 
past and present, having been responsible for the original 
acquisition of the Pelham Central Park land several years ago, 
in 1975 provided the Recreation Commission with the initial 
concept and preliminary drawings for the development of the 
Pelham Central Park ball field. In addition, the Planning Board 
arranged for three federally fund C.E.T.A. employees to clear 
the land. At this point the Recreation Commission assumed 
the responsibility for supervising and financing the first phase 
of construction. It is hoped that in 1976, H.U.D. funds, obtained 
by the Planning Board, will be made available to the Recreation 
Commission for completion of this project. Upon completion, 
this project should serve as a good example of how two 
municipal boards, working together, can reach acommon goal. 

Industrial Commission — At a joint meeting of this Board 
and the Industrial Commission would distribute a question- 
naire regarding the need for new industrial zones and this 
Board would prepare a list of criteria for industrial zones. The 
questionaires were sent out and, while only 12% were retur- 
ned, many indicated a desire for new industrial land. Con- 
sequently, this Board prepared a list of criteria which included 
soils slopes, highway access, water availability, proximity to 
homes, number and size of undeveloped parcels of land. An 
area in North Pelham was discussed with the Town Engineer 
and a major property owner. Based on a preliminary survey, the 
land seemed suitable and the property owner asked to be 
rezoned industrial. Joint meetings were heid with the In- 
dustrial Commission and it was agreed to co-sponsor a 
detailed study of the area. The study results were favorable. As 
a result of the joint efforts of the Planning Board and Industrial 
Commission, you will have an opportunity to decide by ballot 
in March on whether a new industrial zone should be created in 
North Pelham. 

Conservation Commission — In 1975 our close working 
relationship with the Conservation Commission was enhanced 
by the appointment of the Chairman of that Commission as an 
alternate member of this Board. Joint studies of potential 
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R.C.A. districts were undertaken. Two new Recreation Con- 
servation Agriculture Districts will be proposed at the Town 
Meeting in March. One district includes the Pelham Central 
Park and adjacent wetlands. The other area includes the 
Pelham Fish and Game Club land and adjacent wetlands. The 
Fish and Game Club requested that its land be placed in an 
R.C.A. district. 

Highway Department — At the request of the selectmen 
representative to the Highway Department and the Highway 
Agent, the Planning Board adopted a set of driveway 
regulations and granted the Highway Agent the authority to 
receive applications and issue driveway permits for driveways 
serving one and two family homes. In addition, the Planning 
Board arranged for three full time federally funded C.E.T.A. em- 
ployees to work for the Highway Department. 

Board of Adjustment — In a June 1974 letter to the Board of 
Selectmen, Town Counsel recommended that the Planning 
Board propose an amendment to that portion of the Zoning Or- 
dinance dealing with variances. In a letter dated September 23, 
1975 he stated that the existing portion of the Town’s Zoning 
Ordinance dealing with the powers of the Board of Adjustment 
was invalid as written. Prompted by these letters, this Board 
undertook a revision of Article Vi of the Zoning Ordinance 
which deals with variances and the~Board of Adjustment. A 
copy of the revision was sent to the Board of Selectmen. The 
Selectmen concurred in the purpose of the revision and at the 
Planning Board’s request arranged a joint meeting of the Plan- 
ning Board, Board of Selectmen and Board of Adjustment. The 
proposed revision of Article VI was reviewed by members of all 
three boards with suggestions from all three boards ultimately 
being incorporated in the final product. As the result of the 
joint effort of three separate Boards, you will have an op- 
portunity to amend the Zoning Ordinance as it relates to the 
Board of Adjustment and variances. The main purpose of this 
joint effort is to provide applicants, abutters and Townspeople 
in general with a better understanding of the powers and 
procedures of the Board of Adjustment. 

Federal Insurance Administration — At the annual town 
meeting in March of 1975, flood plain zoning provisions were 
adopted which rely on a flood plain zoning prepared by the 
Federal Insurance Administration. Subsequent to the adoption 
of these provisions, two members of the Planning Board, both 
trained hydrologists with extensive federal experience in 
delineating flood hazard areas, reviewed the F.|.A. flood plain 
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map and found it to be inaccurate in some respects in that in 
some parts of town it overstated the flood hazard area and in 
other parts of town it understated the flood hazard area. These 
inaccuracies meant that some people would be required to buy 
flood insurance when they had no need for it, while others 
were not being made aware that they did have a need for it. 
Relying on their training and experience as hydrologists with 
the Army Corp. of Engineers, the two Planning Board members 
prepared proposed revisions to the flood plain map and for- 
warded them to the Federal Insurance Administration for ap- 
propriate action. 

In addition to meeting and working with the foregoing 
board’s and commissions, Planning Board members also met 
during 1975 with Selectmen, the Town Engineer, the Nashua 
Regional Planning Board, the Merrimack Valley Girl Scouts, 
and personnel associated with the State Office of Com- 
prehensive Planning. In 1976 we will continue this year’s spirit 
of cooperation by working with other boards and commissions 
for the improvement of the Town of Pelham.

NASHUA REGIONAL 
PLANNING COMMISSION 


The Nashua Regional Planning Commission is a tax- 
supported agency of local government. It is a cooperative 
venture of the towns of Amherst, Brookline, Hollis, Hudson, 
Litchfield, Lyndeborough, Merrimack, Milford, Mont Vernon, 
Pelham, Wilton, and the City of Nashua. Its main purpose is to 
provide a means for communities to work together in solving 
problems of mutual interest or which affect two or more of the 
member communities. The» commission employs a 
professional staff to supply advisory technical assistance to 
the member communities on planning projects and programs 
and other community issues. 

The Nashua Regional Planning Commission is governed by 
a board of local residents who are appointed by the Selectmen 
of each member town and the Mayor of Nashua. This citizen 
board is responsible for setting the policy of the Commission 
deciding financial and program matters, and hiring the staff of 
the agency. The Commission’s activities are financed by a 
local contribution from each member community. This 
contribution is based on the 1970 census of population at a 
rate of $.25 per resident and is a requirement for membership 
in the Commission. These local funds are supplemented 
through participation in various state, federal and private 
programs. 

The Nashua Regional Planning Commission is a part of local 
government run and paid for by local government. It is a 
cooperative program to enable local governments to work 
together to solve common problems and learn from each other 
to make Southern New Hampshire a better place to live and 
work. 

Past services provided to Pelham by the technical experts 
on the Commission’s full-time staff: 

--- Provided information on assistance in the preparation of a 
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Community Development Block Grant pre-application. 

-- Worked with the Town Road Agent and Selectmen in 
developing a Town Highway Department Financial Reporting 
System. The final forms were printed by the NRPC. 

--- Assisted Selectmen in producing a Housing Vacancy 
Survey. 

--- Upon the request of the Planning Board Chairman, the 
Commission staff assisted the Planning Board in the 
preliminary review of a subdivision plan, and provided 
recommendations on its development. 

--- Held Joint Planning Board meetings which were attended 
by Pelham representatives. 

-- The Commission provided assistance to the Budget 
Committee on a matter related to transportation. 

--- Pelham was one of the 12 communities in the region that 
participated in the Regional Open Space Planning Program. 
This involved formation of a committee, a series of meetings, 
and the eventual publication of an Open Space Planning 
Workbook.

PELHAM RECREATION COMMISSION 


The Commission started this year with a task of finding a full 
time Recreation Director. We studied some 60 resumes and 
were able to reduce this number to eight candidates that we in- 
terviewed. We selected Mr. Frank Boksanske and he accepted 
the job. Frank started as Pelham’s first full time Recreation 
Director on June 1, 1975. The Commission and the Director 
have moved ahead rather slowly. 

This year has brought several new activities into the 
Recreation Program. We have also begun the development of 
Pelham’s first Town owned facilities. The Ball Park in the 
Golden Brook area will be ready for use in the Summer of 1976. 
We will have the next phase of our Recreation Master Plan 
ready this Spring. We are all looking forward to a fruitful year in 
1976. 

In 1975 our budget was $27,000.00

PELHAM RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


Pelham Recreation Department, established this past year 
as a major segment of the implementation of Pelham’s 
recreation Master Plan, has experienced many forms of 
growth. 

In the previous six months, from June thru December, the 
many hours of planning devoted to the establishment of a 
comprehensive recreation program has resulted in the 
implementation of over 40 successful programs which 
provided recreation for over 4,000 participants’ or 
approximately 61% of Pelham’s population. This has resulted 
in over 35,000 participant hours in recreation programs. 

Another area of growth, that of Facility Development, has 
found the Golden Brook Recreation Area beginning to take 
shape as Pelham’s first community park with the excavation 
and leveling of a ballfield and access road. 

Currently a comprehensive Parks and Recreation Plan is 
being formulated which will.seek to define the recreational 
needs of the community in the areas of programming and 
facility development, and to recommend as a result of the 
findings the implementation of this plan at minimal cost to the 
community. 

If common goals and objectives are ever to be achieved co- 
ordination of all interested parties should be an integral part of 
the planning process. 

It is for this reason that surveys will be administered in the 
coming year to the entire community in order to gain valuable 
input on an individual level. It will be this individual response 
that will greatly affect the future growth of recreation in your 
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community. 

In closing | would like to thank the community for the 
rewarding response to the many recreation programs that were 
offered and hope the decisions made in this bicentennial year 
that directly affect the future of recreation and parks in your 
community will serve as the beginning of a better life for all.

4. Mapping and aerial photography of two RCA lands. 

5. Underwrote the monetary cost for water pollution tests, 
conducted by the University of Lowell, in the town of Pelham’s 
bodies of water. The commission will report the results of the 
tests when received by your commission.

1975 ANNUAL REPORT 
PELHAM SENIOR CITIZENS CLUB, INC. 


In the Spring of 1974 a handful of Pelham Seniors met at the 
Sherburne School for the purpose of formulating a Senior 
Citizens club. At the invitation of Rev. Charles Higgins it was 
voted to hold future meetings at the R. E. Building of the 
Congregational Church. 

At the first formal meeting by-laws were set up similar to 
those of the Nashua Senior Citizens. Regular meetings would 
be held on the second and fourth Thursday of each month. The 
annual meeting shall be held on the second Thursday of 
September for the purpose of electing a President, Vice 
President, Treasurer, and Secretary. In the meantime, elected 
as officers until the first annual meeting were: President, 
Violet Morell; Vice Pres., Arthur O. Hilbert; Treasurer, Joseph 
Bousquet; and Secretary, William Gauthier. 

In September of 1974 our meeting place was relocated to St. 
Patrick’s Men’s Club. This being our first annual meeting, 
election of officer was held. The following members were 
elected to serve for a one-year term. President, Thelma 
Boutwell; Vice Pres., Henry J. Seamans, Sr.; Treas., Sophie 
Barton; and Secretary, Sadie Calnan. 

Attorney Philip.R. Currier drafter our Charter and filed same 
with the Office of the Secretary of State of N.H. The name of 
our organization as filed and accepted by the Secretary of the 
State of N.H. at 9:00 A.M. on the twenty-third day of October, 
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1974, is, PELHAM SENIOR CITIZENS CLUB, INC. Attorney 
Currier, acting as Senior Counsel in all matters of concern to 
the Seniors, does so without charge; for this the Seniors are 
sincerely appreciative. 

Membership continued to grow steadily as word of our club 
was passed around, and in the Spring of 1975 we numbered 
some two-hundred senior card-bearing members. 

In the Spring of 1975 the Old Hobbs house on Nashua Road 
was for sale and the Seniors felt this would be an ideal place 
for a Senior Center. The property consisted of an old New 
England type L-shaped house with barn attached, and 
approximately four and one-half acres of prime land in the 
center of Town. An Article for the purchase of this property by 
the Town for use as a Senior Citizen Center was put into the 
Town Warrant without recommendation. At the 1975 Town 
Meeting held in March, a secret ballot was cast on this issue 
and the vote was - in favor, 167 — opposed, 117, thus the 
motion carried. (Refer to Article 21 of page 84 in the 1974 
Annual Report). Also passed was the proposed budget for the 
Senior Citizens of $8,785.00. 

Papers were passed on April 4, 1975 and the keys were 
turned over to the Seniors on April 10, 1975. On April 15, a work 
crew Started on renovations, not that the house was in need of 
repairs, but more so to brighten it up with a fresh appearance 
of new wallpaper, paint, and a general overall cleaning. 

As we rapidly outgrew our present facilities, it became 
necessary to remodel. This was done after discussing our 
problems with the Town Fathers, and in accordance with 
specifications of the Town Building Inspector, Bob Edwards. 
All this was done with the assistance of Bill Jelly, Armand 
Daniels and Bill Greenwood, who furnished a complete new 
kitchen. 

Plans were made to hold an October Festival on October 18 
at which a rummage/arts and craft sale and a raffle of a color 
TV as the Grand Prize were to be held. President Thelma 
Boutwell appointed Henry J. Seamans, Sr., as Chairman of a 
committee to organize this event. A 17” Admiral Color TV was 
supplied by Charles TV of Mammoth Road, Dracut, at a most 
reasonable cost. The Pelham Bank & Trust Co. made a sizable 
donation towards the purchase price. Other donations 
included: Second prize, a ten-speed bicycle by Jim Seamans of 
State Line Motors, Inc., a hand-made afghan by Alice 
Lanouette, a hand-made quilt by Mrs. Fred Moras, and a bottle 
of cheer by a friend of the Seniors. Our sincere thanks to Purity 
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Supreme and MARS Department Store in Pelham which 
allowed the Seniors to set up booths. 

Our second annual meeting was held on September 11, 
1975. The following members were elected: Henry J. Seamans, 
Sr., President; Arthur O. Hilbert, Vice President; Sophie Barton, 
Treasurer; and Edward D. Perkins, Secretary. 

In early November of 1975, a flu. clinic was held at the 
Senior Home. Dr. Vinod K. Tripathi graciously donated his 
time and personally administered the shots, ably assisted by 
nurses Shirley Sutton, Carol Lovely, and Anna Hoskins. The 
vaccine and disposable syringes were supplied at cost to the 
Seniors by Philip J. Labranch, Proprietor of Plunkett’s Drug 
Store. Many thanks to these wonderful people. 

Winter activities included our Christmas party at Harris Inn. 
This event was attended by 115 Seniors and their guests. 
Arthur Hilbert put on a skit with some of our “‘girls” as models, 
which was really something to see. On December 10 the 
Seniors were guests of the National Honor Society Students of 
the Pelham High School at a Christmas dinner. On Dec. 30 a 
trip to the Ice Capades in Boston was enjoyed by 42 members 
and on Dec. 31 many members gathered at the Senior Home in 
the afternoon to partake of a light lunch and to wish each other 
a “Happy and Healthy Year, 1977. 

The first issue of the Pelham Senior News (PSN) was 
released in February, 1975. Every Pelham Senior receives the 
News free every month to inform them of current as well as 
coming events. Amongst the many benefits derived as a Senior 
member is a 10% discount given by many of the Town’s 
business concerns. Also of great importance is the blood 
pressure clinic held on the fourth Thursday of each month by 
the Merrimack Valley Health Association. 

Sixty percent of our allocated budget for 1975 was used for 
trips and nutritional programs, the remaining forty percent was 
used with the approval of the Town Fathers in improving the 
property for the safety and comfort of the Seniors. The balance 
of expenses incurred by these improvements have been paid 
by the Seniors from funds raised at the October Festival 
sponsored by the Pelham Council on Aging for the benefit of 
the Pelham Senior Citizens. 

The proposed budget for the Seniors for 1976 is $5,350.00 
which is $3,435.00 less than last year. The reason for this is the 
hot-meal program scheduled to start Jan. 22, 1976; this is 
Federally funded, thus eliminating the cost to the Town of our 
nutritional need. Hot meals will be served to the Seniors on 
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Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, and if proven successful, 
could be expanded to five days a week. 

Space will not permit mention of the many citizens, 
including Al Hammar, Selectmen Representative to the 
Seniors, and business firms who contributed so generously to 
Our cause, and if your name has been overlooked, please 
accept our sincere apology as it certainly was not intentionally 
omitted.

BICENTENNIAL COMMISSION 


The Historic District Commission, appointed by the 
Selectmen, donned its tri-corn hat and became the Pelham 
Bicentennial Commission for the duration of the nation’s 
anniversary year. 

The purpose of the 10-member committee is to advise, direct 
and co-ordinate town departments, district schools, and 
private local organizations in their bicentennial activities. 
Also, it seeks to provide the town with lasting reminders of 
Pelham’s historical past, as exemplified in the nearly 
completed Survey of pre-1800 Pelham homes. A calendar of 
events which the commission has been compiling will be 
mailed to Pelham residents early in March. The calendar 
includes 22 cooperating organizations which will hold 
religious, cultural, educational and recreational activities 
during the remainder of the year. In addition to well over 25 
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events included on the calendar are dates and places for 
historic displays. An application for designation of Pelham as 
a Bicentennial Community is being processed as this is being 
written. 

Currently, the commission is operating without funds since 
the 1974 warrant article (17) which appropriated $1,000 for the 
commission, saw those monies revert to the town’s general 
fund when they were not expended in 1975. The commission 
anticipates the need for monetary expenditures connected 
with its own projects as well as a possible need to augment 
costs incurred by cooperating organizations in conducting 
bicentennial events. This year’s warrant article request is for 
$2,500 toward the end just described.

ANNUAL REPORT 1975 


MERRIMACK VALLEY HOME HEALTH 
CARE ASSOCIATION, INC. 


“Alternatives to institutionalization” has become a familiar 
phrase -- a phrase that has turned the attention of communities 
to ways of caring for people at home. The negative effect of 
inappropriate or inadequate institutional care for the aging, ill, 
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handicapped, retarded and dependent and neglected children 
has become very apparent. Emphasis on care of individuals 
and families at home has focused attention on services that 
make such care possible -- comprehensive home health care 
associations. 

We are happy to note that our agency offers a broad range of 
services through its 18 staff members. 871 nursing visits, 161 
physical, occupational or speech therapy visits, 61 social 
service visits and 431 homemaker/home health aide visits 
taking 974% hours were provided to residents of Pelham in 
1975. In addition 158 telephone consultations were provided 
and 92 children attending clinics received 178 immunizations 
in the 10 hours of clinic services. 

Financial problems arose early in the year which 
necessitated re-evaluation of programs and costs. Though our 
costs per visit have essentially audited to the same figures as 
previously, we are finding more people with financial problems 
who need care but are not able to pay any or only partially for 
care. Over 400 free visits were made in Pelham. Broad based 
funding from many sources continues to require constant 
search and proposal formulation. 

Our Board of Directors continues to be an active group of 
twenty-one residents of the towns we serve. 1975 Pelham 
Board members are: Mrs. Philip Labranch, Mrs. George Sutton, 
Jr., Mr. George Sutton, Jr., Mrs. A.A. Vautier, and Mrs. Richard 
Koch. 

We welcome volunteer help, requests for information and 
suggestions on how we may serve you, the community, more 
effectively. If you have a problem or know of someone who 
does, we are available through a phone call to our office.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with 
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the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were 
examined and audited in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards, and accordingly included such tests of the 
accounting records and such other auditing procedures as 
were considered necessary in the circumstances. 


Verification of uncollected and unredeemed taxes was made 
by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the 
Collector's records. The amounts of uncollected and 
unredeemed taxes as indicated in this report are therefore 
subject to any changes which may be necessitated by the 
return of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Treasurer: 


The Treasurer's accounts were not reconciled to bank 
statements on a monthly basis. In order to balance the account 
for the period March 7 to December 31, 1973 it was necessary 
to reconstruct the account for that period. This was further 
complicated by the fact that entries for expenditures were 
entered in the Treasurer's Cash Disbursements Book by 
warrant rather than by individual check. Voided and lost 
checks had to be traced to the manifest and adjustments made 
on the manifest. 


It was noted that on October 9, 1973 the amount of $10,000 
was deposited in the Century Bank and Trust Company of 
Somerville, Massachusetts in a checking account, as indicated 
by manifest No. 102. As of December 31, 1973, there had been 
no activity in this account nor had there been any interest 
credited thereto. It was further noted that the manifest was 
approved by only one selectman. On February 13, 1973 a letter 
signed by all three Selectmen was received by this Division 
advising that all the Selectmen were in agreement with this 
transaction. 


Municipal Court: 


We commented in our previous audit reports concerning the 
failure of the Clerk of the Municipal Court to reconcile the cash 
accounts on a regular basis. Again, in 1973, some of the 
monies deposited in the checking account maintained by the 
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Clerk had not been recorded in the docket book. 


The Clerk must record in the docket book all monies paid 
into the Court, covering fines, forfeitures, restitution, etc. 
Furthermore, recorded receipts should be reconciled with the 
bank statements on a monthly basis. This will assure the 
detection of discrepancies as expeditiously as possible. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 71-a, Section 21, require that the 
auditors’ summary of findings and recommendations (letter of 
transmittal) shall be published in the next annual report of the 
Town. Publication of the Exhibits contained in this audit report 
is optional at the discretion of the Board of Selectmen. This 
letter, however, must be published in its entirety.

GENERAL COMMENTS 


Overdraft of Appropriations and Application of the 
Municipal Budget Law: 


As indicated in Exhibit A-3, Comparative Statement of 
Appropriations and Expenditures, budgetary expenditures 
exceeded total town appropriations in 1974 and consequently, 
resulted in a net appropriation overdraft of $8,796, computed 
as follows: 
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Overdraft of Budgetary Appropriations $48,005 


Unexpended Balances of Budgetary 
Appropriations 39,209 


Net Overdraft of Budgetary 
Appropriations 8,796 


In accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Budget 
Law, R.S.A. Chapter 32 (Section 10-a), application was made to 
the Commissioner of Revenue Administration by the Board of 
Selectmen, with the approval of the Budget Committee, to 
exceed budgetary appropriations. A certificate of emergency 
authorizing the excess expenditure was issued by the 
Commissioner of Revenue Administration under date of 
December 24, 1974. 


Hence, the above budgetary expenditures were properly 
incurred under the emergency provisions of the Municipal 
Budget Law. 


Treasurer: 


Our auditors experienced considerable difficulty in the 
reconciliation of the Treasurer’s’accounts for the fiscal year 
1974 due primarily to the lack of adequate accounting records 
pertaining to investments of idle funds and the activity for tax 
anticipation notes. In connection with the requirements of 
applicable state statutes in this regard, the Treasurer's 
attention is directed to the provisions of R.S.A. 41:29 which is 
quoted, in part, below: 


“41:29 ... The Town Treasurer shall keep in suitable books 
provided for the purpose a fair and correct account of all sums 
received into and paid from the town treasury, and of all notes 
given by the town, with the particulars thereof ...”’ 


It is recommended that the Treasurer comply with the 
foregoing statute by maintaining complete and accurate 
records regarding transactions affecting investments and tax 
anticipation notes. Furthermore, all disbursements for the 
acquisition of investments and payments on tax anticipation 
notes should be effected only by town checks. 
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Revenue Sharing Funds: 


During the fiscal year 1974, revenue sharing funds 
previously deposited in a special savings account were 
transferred to the general fund checking account for the 
purpose of investing said funds in certificates of deposit in 
order to obtain a higher rate of income. Subsequent 
investments of these funds (commingled with general fund 
monies) in certificates of deposit, however, were not 
supported by separate and adequate accounting records. The 
provisions of the Local Fiscal Assistance Act of 1972, require, 
in part, as follows: 


“Trust funds may be established on the books and records 
as a separate set of accounts or a separate bank account may 
be established. 

... The accounting for entitlement funds shall at a minimum 
employ the same fiscal accounting and internal audit 
procedures as are used with respect to expenditures from 
revenues derived from the recipient governments’ own 
sources.” 

Thus, a unit of government that commingles revenue 
sharing funds with its other funds for investment purposes 
must maintain accounting records which will readily permit 
the identification and verification of interest earned on the 
revenue sharing funds invested. Such interest accrues to and 
becomes part of the revenue sharing trust fund. 


It is therefore recommended that the Treasurer set up the 
prescribed records to adequately account for revenue sharing 
funds invested in compliance with the requirements of the 
federal revenue sharing statutes. 


Emergency Employment Act Fund: 


Inasmuch as an examination of the Emergency Employment 
Act Fund grant account by the New Hampshire office of 
Manpower Affairs discloses that these funds were expended 
entirely for the purposes for which the grants were made, the 
balance of $2,095 (Exhibit B-3) remaining in this special 
checking account should be transferred to the general fund 
checking account and the former account closed. 


Fire - Police Station Building Fund:

Exhibit A-5 discloses an unexpended appropriation balance 
in this fund of $19 and an unappropriated surplus of $562. 
Since this project was completed in 1973, it is recommended 
that disposition of these amounts be made in accordance with 
the provisions of R.S.A. 33:3-a. 


Furthermore, it should be noted that there is an amount of 
$900 due to the general fund as of December 31, 1974. This 
sum should be transferred to the general fund before the 
account is closed out. 


Municipal Court: 


Our examination of the Municipal Court records disclosed 
that the Clerk of Court does not foot the receipt book and 
reconcile the book balance with the bank statement on a 
monthly basis. 


In addition, accounting records for bail transactions are 
inadequate and payments to the Town are not made ona timely 
basis. 


We direct the attention of the Clerk of Court to the following 
statutes applicable to the fiscal activity of Municipal Courts: 


‘‘502:45 Keeping. ‘‘(Justice’s Records)” Every justice or clerk 
of a municipal court shall keep a fair record in one or more 
books kept by him for that purpose, of all official proceedings 
before him.”’ 


‘‘502:15 Payments To Cities and Towns. All payments due 
the city or town treasurer shall be made monthly, on or before 
the fifth day of each month, and shall cover the net receipts of 
the aforesaid court for the month preceding, with a detailed 
statement of the amount, date, and from whom all money has 
been received.”’ 


We recommend that the Clerk of the Court comply with the 
aforementioned statutes by maintaining a complete and 
correct record of all bail received from and returned to 
respondents, or transferred to other courts and by making 
timely remittances to the Town Treasurer.

A review of our audit schedule indicates that we will not be 
able to supply the town of Pelham with a completed audit prior 
to March 1, 1976. We shall of course make every effort to 
review the records as expeditiously as possible with the staff 
available.

REPORT OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of Pelham: 


It is with pleasure that | submit to you my first report as 
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Superintendent of Schools. Although my tenure has been 
brief, | find that | am able to express to the community my 
admiration for such a strong commitment to the children and 
young students of the Pelham School District. 


Pelham, as you all recognize, has gone through some rather 
dramatic population increases and although the increases are 
continuing, there does appear to be some stabilization taking 
place as reflected in our school census. It appears that the 
number of new births combined with new residents in the ages 
from 0-4 years old is approximately eighty-five percent of our 
present enrollment for grades one through four. Hopefully this 
transition will hold and offer the town an opportunity to 
stabilize its growth and needs. 


In the interim, however, there does exist a need to add staff 
at both the Memorial School and the High School to 
accommodate increases in school age children already in our 
system as aresult of previous migration and reflection of more 
former parochial school students opting to attend our own 
high school. 


The new Supervisory union set-up is taking shape and | can 
report to the constituency that | am pleased with our progress 
to date. Initial problems in securing adequate help to monitor 
the financial accounts of the district did cause much concern 
at first. However, we are now fully staffed with competent 
employees and we are in a position to offer both program and 
Operational accountability in a professional manner. Our 
budget for 1976-77 has decreased over this year’s budget as a 
result of the savings provided because of our location at the 
Pelham High School. The Pelham School District can be 
assured that as your Superintendent | am committed to 
financial responsibility and will make every effort to keep our 
costs in line. 


As costs continue to escalate our challenge at the district 
level becomes even more significant. To its credit, the 
community has demonstrated keen foresight in providing 
excellent facilities for instruction along with comprehensive 
opportunities in co-curricular activities. In an effort to keep 
Operational costs of instruction acceptable it has been 
necessary to restructure and in some cases, eliminate options 
within programs. It would appear that as our fixed charges rise 
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our flexible expenses must decrease at the expense of the 
program. 


In closing, | would like to thank the entire school staff and 
the leadership provided by Messrs. Howell, Conte and Phinney 
for their efforts this past year. The Pelham School Board and 
the citizens of Pelham are to be recognized for their 
commitment to quality education.

Dear Mr. LaBranche: 


The need for continued improvement in all schools is a 
reality that has been prevalent for the last few years. Changes 
in programs to help individualize instruction for all students 
has been the foremost concern during curriculum planning at 
all times including rescheduled sessions. 


The |.G.E. program in the primary grades is operating 
effectively with both teachers and students enthusiastically 
accepting their responsibilities in changing modes of learning 
and teaching. Students are developing skills in leadership and 
are exploring wholesome roles in the learning process. 


Self-contained, open-concept and large-group stations are in 
existence at all times during the instructional day and 
students are definitely developing a wholesome attitude 
toward this effective approach. 


It is also gratifying to receive parental acceptance and 
positive reactions. 


Handicapped students who cannot be served in our public 
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schools are being tuitioned to Mt. Hope in Nashua, Ernest 
Herrman in Lowell and Amoskeag School, Manchester 
Rehabilitation Center and Ash St. School in Manchester. 


We are working with Southeastern Regional Education 
Services Center to develop pupil stations for handicapped 
students. Hopefully, this will become a reality within two 
years. 


The Title 1 Learning Disabilities program is functioning well 
in the elementary schools. This is the final year for this 
program unless a needs assessment dictates a continuation 
after June 1976. Students are benefiting greatly and have 
developed an acceptance for this service.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


December, 1975 
Dear Mr. LaBranche: 


As had been indicated in last year’s report, enrollment 
estimates in excess of the 600 mark have become a reality. Our 
present student population is 630 and with projected 
statistics, overcrowding is of paramount concern at Memorial 
School. We have exhausted all physical space and are 
presently conducting classes that are as high as 34 in the 
academics and 38 in the electives. Given the economic 
circumstances in Massachusetts, with Pelhams’ easy 
accessability as a border town, we might predict a worsening 
situation. It is to this concern that | particularly address you, 
the school board and the citizens of Pelham. All areas; 
personnel, furniture and equipment, books and supplies, and 
actual physical space are and will be affected by this. 


In cooperation with the staff and the services of Mr. Dolloff 
and Union #27 plans and procedures had been made and since 
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implemented to insure a smooth transition for Memorial’s part 
in the reorganization and creation of Union #28. In particular, 
the assistance of Mr. Kaffel, as acting Superintendent, made 
the complex transfer successful. His efforts and support were 
most sincerely appreciated. It is our expectation that our 
efforts can now be directed towards more 1 - 12 curriculum and 
program implementations. 


Our academic programs continue to be both traditional in 
basic skills and supportive in innovative enrichment. The 
inclusion of both has resulted, in our opinion, in providing 
quality education to students at Memorial School. 


Consistency in philosophy, programs and in staff have 
proved most beneficial. Within the last two years the number 
of faculty changes has averaged only one or two. 


Our program to provide learning experiences apart from the 
academics needs additional study and consideration. We 
seem to have reached the point where the High School 
population has increased so that the Industrial Arts and Home 
Economics classes, that were of such great benefit and for 
which we thank Mr. Phinney and his staff, are no longer 
possible. 


We are facing scheduling problems in music, art and French 
as well as in physical education due to the situations involving 
both State regulations for health programs and Title IX (sex 
discrimination). 


Health services during the school year included pupil vision 
and hearing screening, heights and weights, head inspections 
and first aids totaling 3,046. Tuberculin skin tests were 
administered to 41 staff members. Health counseling 
conferences (totaling 752) were held with parents, teachers 
and students. 


The school Dental Health Conference Program had an 
extremely successful second year. The preventative program 
provided 243 students with an oral prophylaxis, topical fluoride 
application, home care instruction and referral for dental 
service. Mrs. Loretta Martinec, registered dental hygienist, was 
assisted again by the Pelham Parent/Teacher Association. 


New, specific State legislation requiring instruction in 
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nutrition, venereal disease, drugs and alcoholihas been added 
to existing statutes. These would necessitate schools to 
develop acomprehensive health education program. It is of the 
utmost importance, therefore, to provide a health educator. 


The school lunch program is operating at full capacity this 
year with 70% of our school children participating in the 
elementary program. We have initiated a lunch program at St. 
Patrick’s Convent School as per the 1975 Town Meeting vote. 
The pupils utilize the Club House for their lunches and an 
additional three workers were hired for that service. The 
sandwich program continues at the High School. 


We had a well attended National School Lunch Day and were 
very pleased with the parental interest shown. We ‘also held 
Our annual Thanksgiving Dinner (feeding 1500), our school 
picnic and prepared a dinner for the Senior Citizens. 


In conclusion, | would like to extend my appreciation to the 
citizens of Pelham and its schoal board. It has been a personal 
pleasure serving as Principal of the Memorial School for the 
past four years. 


| look forward to the opportunity of working with you as our 
new Superintendent, Mr. Kaffel our assistant superintendent, 
and in combining our efforts so as to provide Pelham 
youngsters with quality and relevancy in their educational 
experiences.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


December, 1975 
Dear Mr. LaBranche: 


The following is the annual report of the E.G. Sherburne 
School’s educational program for the 1975-76 school year. 
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Our major educational objective this year has been to 
develop curricula in the following areas: math, language arts, 
science, art, music and physical education. During our release 
time every second and fourth Wednesday of each month, we 
have worked toward developing a scope and sequence of skills 
for each grade level. Instructional programming in our IGE 
school will utilize a criterion - referenced approach in which a 
child’s performance is compared to a predetermined mastery 
level and not to other students, which takes into consideration 
the differences in the individual learner’s rate. 


Second we are moving forward with individualization of 
instruction through team teaching, cross-grade grouping and 
in-service programs. There has been a concerted effort to 
emphasize the basic skills at all levels of our instructional 
program. 


The staff is being assisted by the following: the volunteer 
parent aides and the volunteer student aides from Pelham 
Memorial and Pelham High Schools. Without this help we 
would be unable to individualize our curriculum. 


The Learning Disabilities teacher, Mrs. Butler, works with 
students who have specific learning disabilities using the 
methods and techniques of the Andover Program. This is a 
Title 1 program sponsored by the Federal Government. 


The Resource Team, Mrs. Shelley, reading specialist; Mr. 
Borrelli and Mr. Blake, guidance counselors; Mrs. Farrah, 
resource teacher; Mrs. Hamel, school nurse; Mr. Meltzer, 
speech and language therapist and Mrs. Butler, learning 
disabilities are responsible for ‘“‘Core Evaluations”’ of students 
at the elementary school. As a team they test, prescribe 
learning activities to teachers and parents, provide counseling 
and refer parents to the appropriate agencies for further 
testing and professional help. 


The Registered Dental Hygienist, Mrs. Martinec, provides a 
cleaning and fluoride program for the elementary students of 
the E.G. Sherburne and St. Patrick’s Schools. 


We would like to thank the Superintendent’s office and staff, 
the School Board and the people of the town for the following 
improvements:

1. A full-time school nurse, Mrs. Hamel, whom we no longer 
share with St. Patrick’s because Mrs. Preston is now the 
school nurse there. 


2. A full-time speech and langyage therapist, Mr. David 
Meltzer, who works in the Pelham District. He is no longer 
shared with the Hudson District. 


3. The improvements to the playground, where parents and 
teachers worked together to provide usable equipment. This 
entire project was of no expense to the taxpayers of Pelham. 


| would like to recommend several improvements to the 
educational environment at the E.G. Sherburne School: 


1. The original Sherburne building, over the principal’s office 
is in desperate need of repairs. The plaster is falling off the 
walls and could seriously injure a student. This situation must 
be resolved to insure the safety of our children. 


2. Although there have been some improvements to the 
playground, it is still a very limited facility. We need more 
equipment for the entire town to be able to have a good, safe 
playground available.

| am pleased to report that this past year has been a most 
successful one for the students of Pelham High School. 


Our enrollment has increased from 541 to 624. 
Unfortunately, the original staffing plan has not been fulfilled. 
Despite this handicap our program has run very well. 
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The beginning of the 75-76 school year has been as smooth 
as the conclusion of the school year 74-75. Our first graduation 
was indeed a memorable one with 110 Pelham citizens 
completing their High School education. Graduates received 
numerous scholarships to many fine colleges and universities. 


Our students, this year and last, have distinguished 
themselves in State Competition: Scott Duffy is the State 
Winner of the National “‘Bi-Centennial Minute’ contest; Mark 
Ayotte captured the state golf title a year ago while Richard 
Wholey was the recipient of the ‘John Burke Sportsmanship 
Award” for the State of New Hampshire. 


All of our academic departments ran smoothly and we firmly 
believe gave each individual student a fine opportunity for 
learning. The music programs, National Honor Society 
induction, and the Academic Awards Day programs were all 
outstanding in both quality and participation. The academic 
program was updated and aajusted during release time to 
better serve and fulfill the needs of our students. At the same 
time the Pelham High School student government adjusted the 
rules and regulations to best suit the needs of their 
constituents within the framework of the overall program. 


We had many visitors throughout the year, old and young 
alike, who marveled at the smooth operation of the program 
and the fine atmosphere among the students. 


The athletic teams were very successful for a first year high 
school. The girls basketball team posted the first overall 
winning season for the school. This was followed by the girls 
softball team going all the way to the state semi-finals. The 
boys posted victories in both basketball and baseball. The 
baseball season was highlighted by a no-hit, no-run ball game 
the first time out. The athletic year was capped by a banquet in 
the High School cafeteria, at which time Mary O’Hearn and 
Richard Wholey were honored as the outstanding senior 
athletes of Pelham.

RECORD OF ANNUAL SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 


Wednesday, March 12, 1975 


The annual meeting of the Pelham School District was 
called to order at 7:40 p.m. by Moderator Richard Craven who 
led the assembly in the pledge of the allegiance to our flag.

Series 210.6H - An amendment by James Seamans to 
decrease amount to $3,470. was passed. 

Series 220 - An amendment by James Fenton to decrease 
amount to $29,000 was passed. 

Meeting adjourned at 11:00 p.m. to be resumed on Thursday, 
March 13th at 7:30 p.m.
